4.  Teachers  shall  deal  with 
moral  and  spiritual  subjects  as 
they  arise  u  an  integral  part 
of  classroom  instruction  and  | 
experience  and  shall  avoid  giv¬ 
ing  any  sectarian  slant  to  the 
Instruction.

EDITORIALS 

A  Look  Into  Tho  Futuro 


Most  churchM,  ggenciM,  and  institutions  are  now  in 
the  midst  of  plans  for  the  All  and  winter  and  the  activities 
of  next  year. 

Some  few,  far-seeing  leaders  will  be  planning  for  sev¬ 
eral  years  ahead.  With  programs  that  need  to  be  enlarged 
buildings  that  need  to  be  built,  and  long  term  improve¬ 
ments  in  our  Kingdom  service  as  a  whole,  more  and  more 
leaders  will  be  thinking  tivo^  five,  ten,  even  twenty-five 
years  ahead. 

These  are  the  wiser  heads,  these  men  and  women  who 
occasionally  lift  their  eyes  from  the  dust  of  the  present  and 
orient  themselves  with  a  long  look  down  the  road  toward 
the  future.  For  them  we  have  a  reminder;  August,  1956  is 
almost  obsolete  already!  .^an  for  1966  in  terms  of  1966,  not 
in  terms  of  1956.  Plan  for  1975  in  terms  of  1975.  Life  flows 
on  and  soon  1956  will  seem  terribly  remote. 

The  time  will  quickly  be  upon  us  when  Mr,  John  Q. 

'Citlsen  will  begin  the  day  in  his  solar-powered  house  with 
a  breakfast  cooked  by  electronic  waves.  He  will  bid  the 
wife  goodbye  and  step  into  the  family  helicopter  (only 
sUghtly  different  from  the  helicopters  owned  by  his  neigh¬ 
bors)  and  whizz  away  over  the  housetops.  At  the  local  air¬ 
port  he  will  board  a  jet  passenger  plane  for  a  business  trip, 
that  will  whisk  him  to  his  destination  at  1,000  mph. 

After  his  business  conference  in  a  city  a  thousand  or 
so  miles  away  from  home  he  can  call  his  wife  on  the  tele¬ 
phone  (combination  television  and  telephone)  to  notify  her 
that  he  will  be  home  for  supper. 

Back  at  home  Mrs.  John  Q.  Citizen  suddenly  remem¬ 
bers  she  is  out  of  John’s  favorite  supper  of  black-eyed  peas, 
so  she  jumps  in  the  family’s  atom-powered  automobile 
(lifetime  supply  of  power)  and  runs  down  to  the  Colossal- 
Market  (super-markets  have  been  long  outdated.)  With 
the  press  of  a  button  her  order  is  delivered  to  the  autom<> 
bile  automatically  and  she  is  on  her  way  home  te  get  John’s 
supper  taut  de  suite  and  a  la  carte. 

The  era  for  such  domestic  convenience  is  not  too  far 
away  from  us.  A  lethargy  in  human  attitudes  leads  us  to 
assume  sub-consciously  that  all  things  will  remain  substan¬ 
tially  as  they  are  now"  The  fact  of  the  matter  is  that  they 
will  not.  In  ten  years  Just  about  everything  about  us  will 
change  considerably,  except  possibly  the  black-eyed  peas. 

Tvyenty-five  years  from  now  there  will  likely  be  a  change 
even  in  the  ^ck-eyed  peas. 

Economic  are  predicting  that  we  will  not  go  through 
a  major  depression  any  time  soon,  A  few  minor  recessions 
maylM.  but  no  debacle  like  the  I930’s.  Reason;  continuing 
expaiuion  of  the  nation’s  economy  in  new  industris,  new 
services,  and  new  consumer  needs.  In  the  midst  of  such 
possibilities,  churches  and  all  religious  institutions  can  plan 
a  little  more  confidently. 

The  population  will  increase,  which  seems  to  surprise 
some  folks.  Already  at  the  168.000,000  mark  the  country’s 
people  wilj  number  over  200.000,000  In  the  early*  1976’s. 

Towns  and  cities  over  the  nation  will  increase  as  a  conse¬ 
quence.  Rural  population  tren'ds  are  not  quite  so  clear.  Re¬ 
gardless  of  where  they  are  located  these  vast  multitudes 
of  people  will  need  a  church  home.  The  churches  that 
reach  them  will  be  the  churches  that  plan  and  provide  for 
them.

ANSWER;,  You  V*  ‘■‘*ht.  It 
Is  hot  in  the  Bible,  not  as  e 
church  ordinance.  The  nearest 
thing  to  it  in  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment  is  Mark  10:16  where  it 
tells  that  parents  brought  their 
children  to  the  Master  that  he 
might  touch  them.  “And  he  took 
them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his 
hands  upon  them,  and  blcaaed 
them.” 

But  the  cburch  ia  hot  Christ 
And  preachers  are  not  hia  rep¬ 
resentatives  except  as  all  Chria- 
tiana  are.  And  there  is  no  such 
thing  as  an  altar  in  a  New  Tes¬ 
tament  Church.  Besides.  I'doubt 
that  one  person,  parents  or  .any 
other  persons,  have  (he  right 
to  dedicate  another  person  to 
God.  This  it  the  right  of  an  in¬ 
dividual  himself  But  some  -pas¬ 
tors  feel  that  a  public  service 
helps  to  encourage  parents  to 
dedicate  themielves  to  God.  And 
the  Lord  knows  that  this  It 
needed. 

!  Personally,  I  do  not  believe 
In  the  public  dedication  of  chil¬ 
dren.  To  me  this  Is  a  private 
matter.  If  the  pastor  wants  to 
pray  with  parents  in  t|)c  home 
as  they  dedieete  themselves  to 
bringing  the  child  up  “in  the 
nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord,”  thif  would  seem  to  me 
to  be  much  more  appropriate. 
Why  make  a  parade  of  dedica¬ 
tion.

DALLAS,  Tex.— (RNSV- More 
than  2S,000  inquires  about  the 
Churches  of  Christ  have  been 
tecelved  here  by  Gospel  Press 
since  It  was  formed  last  No¬ 
vember  to  conduct  a  national 
advertising  campaign  for  the 
denomination. 

.The  inqqires  have  come  from 
every  state  in  the  Union  and 
from  some  30  foreign  countries, 
according  to  Alan  Bryan,  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  organization. 

They  were  prompted  by  ads 
placed  in  such  nationally  and 
internationally  circulated  peri¬ 
odicals  as  doronet,  Atlantic 
Monthly  and  Harpers. 

,  ^  “O^ie  of  the.  roost,  encoqrag- 
lhg"T^JatUfel' if  the  #6Ht  has 
been  the  fact  that  more  than 
2,000  persons  now  are  enrolled 
in  a  Bible  correspondence 
course,"  Mr.  Bryan  said.  “Few 
of  these  had  had  any  previous 
contact  with  the  Churches  of 
Christ." 

Although  unified  In  alms,  doc¬ 
trine  and  practices,  the  Chur¬ 
ches  of  Christ  do  not  hold  to 
any  form  of  government  above 
the  local  church  level.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  there  has  been  no  agency 
to  publicize  the  denomination 
as  a  ^ole.  To  counteract  this 
deficinecy.  Gospel  Press  was 
formed  as  a  cooperative  agency 
by_  individual  members  of  con¬ 
gregations  in  the  South  and 
Southwest.
